TRESTLE OVER LEAD CREEK. 



The last obstacle which confronted 
the Bridge Commissioners in construct- 
ing the bridge over Salt river, between 

Hardin and Jefferson counties, ha.s 
been overcome by W. C. Mont>{oniery, 
the Hardin county commissioner, ef- 
fecting a settlement with Max Ceif, of 
Louisvllie. fbr his seetlon of land which 
was to be used as ,i x\-^\\\ nf way. 

When Conimis.sisner .Munt>;()ri;ery 
started out to .secure a right of way for 
the bridge on the Hardin county side 
he was unable to bnv Mr. Cerf s sec- 
tioaat the figure set by the commis- 
sion. The County Court of Hardin 
eouttty then condemned Mr. Cerf's 
land. Mr. Cerf appealed his case to the 
drenit Court. The case would have 
been nhued on the docket in March. 
The announcement that the lioal liti- 
gation over the building of the bridge 
has been settled will be received with 
much gratification by residents of both 
Hardin and JefTerso;] counties. Since 
Mr, Charles V. Tavlor, Bridge Com- 
missioner from JetTerson county, has 
secured the right of way on his side of 
the river, work on the Mdge will prob- 
ably be started immediately. The es- 
timated cost is between $60,000 aud 
f7(>,(M)(), tea-elevenths of wUeb will be 
paid by Jefferson county. 

The completion of the bridge will be 
of great value to the farmers of Har- 
din, Meade and Bullitt counties.— Lou- 
isvUlePost. 



Lead Creek Trestle Completed. 

The Henderson Route has completed 
the rebuilding of a wooden trestle in 
the lower end of town across Lead 
creek, which has been giving them so 
nmcli trouble, and the boarding cars 
and hands left Monday. It will be re- 
membered that this trestle gave very 
little trouble until the flood of last 
July washed away the stone county 
bridi;e nearby, which had stood for 60 
vears. Wi»h this structure gone be- 
tween it and the river, drift came down 
against the piling so strong that the 
trestle would not hold. This improved 
and rebuilt trestle embraces a steel 
span of sixty teet underneath which 
there is no trestling, thus giving an 
open space of sixty feet for drift to pass 
through. This steel span is mounted 
on heavy piling, and practically all of 
the bridge is now new and safe. The 
slow orders, Issued to all trains near 
this spot, has been withdrawn, and the 
usual speed is maintained. No one in 
authority seems to know whether or not 
it is still the plan to change the road to 
get around this creek in the spring. 
Chief Engineer Wood, of the Hender- 
son Route, is here with his wife for the 
winter, and has been the cobsulting 
authority on this and other work which 
is being carried on la onttiag down the 
big hill in the "Narrowa" atof* town.

Aa tba Uberala ara 
in control both at London and Mon- 
treal, tbe irroantnga of tbe opposition 
will probably have little effect on tbe 
outcome. It Is not without signlfleancc 
that It should be the (Conservatives In 
Cnna<Ia and Kngland who flglit the 
proposition and the standpatters who 
are agalust it In tbe United States.

lo an address about three yearn ago, the Inte Justice Hrewer of 
tlio Siiprfiiio foiirt of tin- riiitcd '^tiitfs said: ''Many S^'mtors and 
* Kcpresentatives owe their places to corporate inlluence, and that in- 
fluence is exerted under an exception, if not an nnderstanding, that 
as law makers the lorporate interests shall be subserred. The dai.- 
per avisos in the fact that they are so powerful, and the pref«sure of 
so much power on the individual kiw maker tempts him to forget the 
nation and remember the corporation. And the danger is the greater 
because it h fto insidious." 

The need of the hour is to have men who will not forget the pco 
pie after they get into office, and who are under obligations only to 
the i^eople for the places they hold. If special interests are as much 
benetitcd bv a iVnioi ratic victory iis by a Rcpuhliean victory, then 
tb^^)emocratic party would not represent the principles that it 
shouTd. If Demooratie victories are tn become as maoh or more use- 
ful to privilege than a continuance of Kcpuhlican control, then that 
kind of Democracy is not worth fiirliliii<r for. Those are not real 
Democrats who favor turning over the party or^aniation to privilejre 
in return for large campaign contributions, on the theory that is the 
way to win. Under such loadershij) the Democratic party would lose 
even if succesMful at the poll?!, for it would be untrue to its own prin- 
ciples, and to the ])eopIe it is supposed to serve. 

There has been too much shouting of party names and too little 
teachintr of the principles that political parties are supposed to >tund 
for. When a man says what principles of government he believes in, 
it is not always easy to tell from that what party he belongs to, and 
when a man says what party he belonirs to it is not always easy to 
know what principles of government he believes in. 

The Democratic party should make an aggressii^ fight for pro- 
gressive Democratic principles. It is not essential that we always 
win, but it is essonli il that we be true to Democratic ideals. It not 
necessary that we succeed, bnt it is necessary that we keep the faith 
if Democracy is tn live. More was gained for the people In the Bryan 
^campaigns that ended in apparent defeat than would have I)ccn ac- 
eom;>lishe(l by the barren victory of leaders controlled by the poweis 
that prey. These campaigns wrought a revolution in the public con- 
soienoe, and aroused the people to the need of reform. Underlying 
these campaigns, and greater th'iii ;iny special is-ue, was the struggle 
of humanity against the oppression of plutocracy, of men against dol- 
lars and of conscience against greed. Through these campaigns the 
people were awakened and they are ready now to give the harvest to 
be reaped from the sowing of the seeds of truth. While it is better 
to lose with the right than to win with the wrong, we can be right 
and win also. 

Under the oieseot aroused state of public opinion Democracy 
will triumph, unless it for sordid reasons deserts the people and enters 
into 11 waiuon allii.n.'e with privile<:e. That we have representative.-" 
of privilege in our pirty no one can deny, and the ellort should be to 
lessen their influence as much as possible. Wo cannot prevent some 
of them being in the party, but we should keep them from running 
the party. We ought not to permit the party to be prostituted to the 
service of sellish interests, or to be made the tail to the kit» of mo- 

^^ere is an independent spirit now in evidence over the country 
and it is to this spirit we must appeal. The party must convince the 

people not wliat it proposes to ao for itself, but what it can do for 
them. 

The vote in the last election was an expression of lack of conli- 
denee on the part of the )ieople in the Uepublican party. It was a 
negative vote insofar as the Republican partv is concerned, rather 
than :i po>itive vote in favor of the Denaocratio partv. The Demo- 
cratic party mu>i now make good, and if it does, the cnanoes %re very 
bright for an overwhelming victory in 1912,

does it mean; Is corruption becoming a national disease? Is there 
something in our system of government that encourages men to vio- 
♦late the commandment, "Thou shall not stealf ' Is not the govern- 
ment itself in a sense to blame for this seeming general disposition^ 
Has not the example which the government sets of enrichin|i[ the few 
tty taking from all by rnean.^ of the protective tariff been an mfluence 
tor corriTplion < With ttic national government giving the priviU'ge 
of protection to a class at the expense of the rest of the people, there 
is encouragement afforded all forms of graft. All graft is tmsed upon 
privilege. Officials are not bribed to give equJil rights to all, but U) 
confer upon the few some privilege denied the many. All political 
parties ostensibly oppose the privilege of lawlessness, but when it 
comes to privilege conferred l)y law, there is a di.-.tinct issue between 
the parties. The Uepublican party starids irrevocably for tho privi- 
lege of a high protective tariff. The Democratic party if true to itself 
ai'd Its teachings must stand squarely agaist this privilege. A man 
may < all himself a Deiuocial and ne in favor of a high protective 
irriti', and be may even represent his constituents, but iu fact he is 
not a Denooorat. The Congressman who votes for protection on ar- 
ti( h's produced in his own State cannot deny the iustioe of the de- 
mand of Senator Aldrich for a larger share of the tariff plunder for 
bis State.

W ealth created 
by legislation must in the nature of things be drawn from the public, 
nnd it is unjust for all the people to be taxed in orfsr that a f»w may 
liioi it.

THE FABMER'^S FRIEMD. 

In I e^ard to the farmer's fear that his market will be depresaed 
by the adniis*<ion ot Canadian wheat Secretary Wilson -ayn: 

"While Canada is exportinff wheat or other trrains and the Unit- 
ed Stales is a l>n exportin<r wheat, there is no particular reason why 
Canadian wheat -hould come here uiil('--s tlnii it he that a mixture of 
Catiadiaii and American wheat may l>e desiral>le on the part of our 
miliinf^ exporters, and oar millers may find it profitable to hand over 
the Canadian surplus. Hut the price to the Canadian for this surplus 
wheat will be substantially liie same whether sold in Kniope or the 
United States. However, if the liaudlino; of Canadian wheat by the 
United Statei^ railroads, merehaats and mills has a tendency to reduce 
the price it will he reduced to (. 'aiiadiaii^: and if it shciuld reduce the 
price of bread to the American cousuiuur wise statebuien may dnd it 
necessary to do that in order to avoid ^rreater evils." 

Secretarv Wilson adds that in his opinion the United States can 
handle the Canadian cxpnit iriain ciops with facility. If they are 
brought inside our borders and milled, the farmers, he ^Ktints out, 
will urain from the by-prodoets of the mills, the bran and shorts, whicti 
make the dairy product^. 

''If we cannot increa.se our yield to meet the demands of increas- 
ing population," says Secretary Wilson, "free wheat from the near 
est fields would be desirable. The intluencea at worli are enabling 
the American ai'ie to yield more. Init it is a i|ue<t:oii whether this in- 
crease will meet the retiuirementsof our rapidly growing population.'' 

If any man in this country is posted on this question it ooght to 
be Secretary Wil.-on. We certainly agree with him. It is the flarmer 
who will be benetitted Ity reciprocity.
